In a reeent statement before At- 
torney General A. Mitchell Palmer, 
Edgar Watkins, a prominent At- 
lanta attorney and counsel for the 
Southern Grocers’ ar rege stat- 
ed that the reason f the present 
tendency of sugar prices to rise 
was not with the grocers, but with 
the sugar brokers. 
In a communication to The Con- 
stitution, following @ recent editori- 
al in its columns stating that the 
public should have the facts on the 
sugar situation, Mr. Watkins gives 
hig statement in the conference 
held with the attorney general, part 
of which is reproduced herewith. 
Must Pay Rising Prices. 
Mr. Watkins told the attorney 
general that the thing which com- 
plicated the ocers’ problem in 
handling the distribution of sugar, 
was the fact that they must pay a 
constantly rising price, and urged 
that something be done to stabilize 
prices. 
In charging that there were 
many speculators who were hoard- 
ing sugar, Mr. Watkins said: 
‘Some sugar must now be in the 
hands. of such speculators... Any 
sugar held by a speculator not en- 
gaged in the business of its distri- 
bution through regular channels, is 
hoarded sugar. If libels are filed 
and this gugar condemned and sold, 
speculation will cease and more 
sugar will be available for distribu- 
tion. 
“The sugar equalization board has 
authority to buy sugar. arlier it 
could not be foreseen that it would 
be necessary to exercise this au- 
thority. This necesity is now ap- 
parent. The exercise of this author- 
ity would stop future advances in 
price gnd stabilize prices. 
Should Limit Sales. 


“Sales should be limited to those 
from grower to refiner, refiner to 
jobber, jobber to retailer and re- 
tailer to consumer. Non-essential 
uses should be prevented, at least 
curtailed. The power thus to limit 
sales and use could be applied cer- 
tainly to any. sugar controlled by 
the government; and, through the 
licensing section it might be ex- 
erted over all sugay. 

“It appears to us that these sug- 
gestions deserve earnest considera- 
tion, and we sée no,insuperable ob- 
‘stacles to their adoption. Grocers 
are not here as critics or apologists, 
but are tendering their services 
with the hope of being helpful. 
They will now or hereafter give you 
any and all facts within. their 
knowledge which you may desire 
to obtain from them. They will 
serve you if you wish in obtaining 
other facts and in enforcing just 
regulations.”

Big Suburban Population, 


“IT believe these cities will show 
a tremendous increase ip populae 
tion.

ning a city.” 

Must Have the Best. 

In relating the proposition to 
Atlanta, Dr. Hatton said that the 
city shoudl not be satisfied with 
less than the best, and that Atlan- 
ta’s need for the simplified and 
more efficient form of government 
was so manifest that she could well 
afford to pay a city manager a sal- 
ary of $25,000 a year, and procure 
a good annual return on the invest- 
ment.

Officials of the Associated Char- 
ities state that they tried time-and 
time again to find a place in the 
Grady hospital and in other hospit- 
als for Mrs. Moore, but without 
success. Meanwhile they kept their 
workers in touch with the situation 
as closely as possible, it is stated, 
and secured some aid from the city 
warden’s office, from which ‘were 
sent a physician and a worker who 
left medicine and a $3 check for 
groceries after their call. 

“After almost three weeks of the 
poor woman’s ‘illness,” stated Mrs.. 
Martin, “I had exhausted, myself 
both physically and financially, and 
it became imperative that relief .be 
forthcoming. I had worked nurs- 
ing Mrs. Moore until I could do no 
more, so Mr. W. L. Joyner, who 
lives in the house, addressed an :p- 
peal to The Constitution, which 
was published in Tuesday morning’s 
issue with an accompanying edito- 
rial on hospital conditions in the 
city. 

“Relief followed fmméediately. 
Rev. J. W. Ham appeared at my 
home early Tuesday morning, just 
after he had finished reading his 
Constitution, 1 believe, and he as- 


sured me at once that the Bap- 


tist Tabernacle would find a place 
in somé hospital. for Mrs. Moore 
and that the chureh would assume 
all expenses in her treatment.” 

And Tuesday at noon Mrs. Moore 
was taken to the Grady hospital, 
where through pure luck, Rev. Mr. 
Ham had found one bed, vacated by 
a patient just leaving the hospital, 
for her, 

Glad She’s in Hospital. 

“We hope and trust that Mrs. 
Moore’s suffering will end now,” 
said Mrs. Martin, “and we are truly 
thanful for her sake that she is in 
a hospital, where she should have 
been from the first. Her suffer- 
ing was at times agonizing and 
many mornings she has wakened 
the household with her. screams of 
pain. Her care was also a source 
of physical exhaustion to myself 
and Mrs. Joiner, but what we did 
was done gladly, and we would have 
continued to do for her further 
unless we had reached the limit.” 

Asked by The Constitution for a 
statement with reference to the 
facts stated above, Superintendent 
Steve Johnson, of Grady hospital, 
made the frank assertion that his 
wards have been over-crowded and 
that it was physically impossible 
for the authorities at Grady to take 
Mrs. Moore in. 

“T have been out of town for some 
days and am not conversant with 
the details of the case,” he said, 
“hut I am informed that we have 
been so crowded that-we could nov 
take Mrs. Moore in.

Joyner’s letter that I object ‘to as‘‘not 
being fair to the werker of th@ organization 
to-whom it refers or to the organization as 
a whole, and I am sorry to take your space 
to give the facts of the case. 
Mr. Joyner’s information was derived from 
some unauthentic source. 

“Wirst of all,.the case was not reported 
to us on Friday, as stated, but on Saturday. 
It was not reported as an urgent matter, 
consequently our visitor did not call until 
Monday, as stated by Mr. Joyner. When 
she called she found the sick woman was in 
Mrs. Martin’s house and saw immediatel 
that what was needed was hospital carc. 
She then calied personally, not trusting 
to telephone, on Grady, Wesley Memorial 
and the Georgia Baptist hospitals, askin 
for a bed, but in each case she was told 
that there were no beds available. She 
then telephoned a list of nurses we had in 
the office here who had been available dur- 
ing the ‘flu’ epidemic for possible help. Al- 
though the payment of nurses’ service is not 
part of our usual work, we should have 
had to nay in this case. Again we were un- 
successful. We then took the matter up 
with our visitors in our colored depart- 
ment to obtain a colored woman even 
though she were not a nurse to take care 
of the sick woman, but with no success. 

Tells of Arrangements. 

‘Finding that it was Impossible either to 
get a hospital bed or nurse we felt that all 
we could do was to see to it that Mrs. Mar- 
tin, who was caring for this woman, did 
not lose by her kindness. We arranged with

food in this case and we also agreed to pay 
the room rent until the woman recovered 
or was placed in a hospital. The city war- 
den’s visitor went out to the house on May 
and gave a $3.00 grocery order and 
promised us that she would continpe as 
long as necd axisted. _We talked with Mrs.

The uSual explanation of fre- 
quently recurri attacks of coryza 
‘or acute rhinitis (so-called head 
“colds”) is some chronic condition 
in the nose Or throat which calls 
for careful eXamination by a 
physician who really endeavors to 
treat that class of cases. This does 
not mean a nose and throat special- 
ist. Nowadays the well trained 
young: physician is equipped to 
properly examine ‘and successfully 
treat these very common nose and 
throat troubles. It is a mistake to 
think that a specialist necessarily 
must be consulted for any such 
condition. 

In children adenoid enlargement 
is a common cause of frequent or 


constant running at the nose. A 
ehild with rhinitis or coryza arising 
from such a chronic trouble is like- 
ly to have an annoying cough 
along with tlie coryza and the 
courh often leads to ill-advised 
medication. 

Decayed: teeth are one of the di- 
rect predisposing causes of so0- 
called “colds” in children. A child 


with a full complement of well 
cared for teeth is seldom afflicted 
with adenpids or diseased tonsils 
and has few of the alleged “colds” 
which cause $80 much trouble for 
less fortunate. children. 

Stuffiness, chilliness on trifling 
exposure, and aggravation of more 
or less constant nose and throat 
trouble are symptoms familiar 
enough in persons with simple 
chronic rhinitis (chronic inflamma- 
tion’ of the lining of the nasal 
chambers). The extremely common 
occurrence of this simple chronic 
rhinitis—due to bad general hy- 
giene—accdunts for the obstinacy 
with which most victims cling to 
the delusion of catching cold. The 
chilliness or stuffiness comes on 
from one cause or another, say from 
a too hearty feed; but leave it to 
Molly to ferret out some fancied 
exposure to draft, wet feet, change 
of weather or clothing, to explain 
the symptom.

‘Washington, May 26.—Cros3-ex- 
aminataion of Secretary Daniels by 
the senate naval investigating com- 
mittee was conducted today at a 
session marked by heated clashes 
between the naval, secretary and 
Senator Pittman, democrat, Neva- 
da, on one hand and Chairman Hale 
on the other. Admiral Sims, whose 
charges against the navy depart- 
ment. brought about the ‘investiga- 
tion, will take the stand in rebut- 
tal ‘tomorrow. Chairman Hale in- 
dicated that the admiral would he 
the last witness and that his state- 
ment would be brief. , 

_ Im the course of a verbal tilt with 
Senator Hale today Secretary Van- 
iels threatened to carry to the full 

Senate naval! committee a protest 
against the chairman’s conduct of 
the inquiry. The secretary cChargea 
that a@ “steam roller” was being 
used on him and characterized as 
“unfair” and unjust and “a stigma 
on the navy”-a long compilation of 
Statistics Chairman Hale sought’ to 
read into the record. 

The tabulation, Senator Hale said, 
was compiled in his office fronitig- 
ures submitted by Mr. Daniels and 
related to the state of prepared- 
ness of the major ships of ‘the navy 
just prior to the declaration of war 
by the United States. Mr. “Damiels 
retorted that the chairman had mis- 
interpreted the department’s fig- 
ures and that in the Hale compila- 
tion the dreadnaught Arizona was 
listed as having been unfit to 
fight” on February 2, 1917. 

Laughs at Charge. 

“The Arizona ‘unfit to fixht,” Mr. 
Daniels went on. “It is laughable. 
I decline to/answer any questions 
based on su a tabulation and de- 


\nounce it~as unfair, unjust and a 


stigma on the American navy. Il 
will carry my protest to the full 
naval affairs committee if neces- 
sary.” 

Chairman Hale said he would oth- 
erwise designate the columns mark- 
ed “fit to fight” and “unfit to 
fight” and then put the compila- 
tion into the record. Secretary Dan- 
the stand as a witness and take 
the stand a sa witness and take 
the oath before submitting evidence. 
This the chairman refused to do 
and Mr. Daniels then demanded that 
the person who made the ‘compila- 
tion be sworn as a witness.

Sundry Civil Appropria- 
tions Bill Gives Con- 
gress Power Over Publi- 
cations—Otherwise Sim- 
ilar to Bill Recently 
Vetoed. ee 


Washington, May 26.—The $440,- 
000,000 sundry civil appropriation 
bill, the last of the regular annual 
government supply bills, was passed 
by the senate today and sent to 
conference. 

The bill as passed carried an 
amendment giving congress author- 
ity to determine what publications 
Shail be published, but authorizing 
those now being issued to be con- 
tinued until June 30, 1921, was 
adopted today by the senate. 

Except that power to control gov- 
ernment publications is vested in 
congress instead of in the joint con- 
gressional printing committee, the 
amendment is similar to the one 
which resulted in the president re- 
cently vetoing the legislative appro- 
priation bill. . 

The senate Also adopted without 
debate an amendment appropriating 
$1,500,000 for use of the buerau of 
interna] revenue in guarding intox- 
icating liquors held in warehouses 
and for enforcing the national! pro- 
hibition act. “Another amendment 
was adopted authorizing the gov- 
ernment to pay the railroad fare 
home from Washington of war 
workers who resign or are dis- 
missed from service between now 
and July next. 

Other legislative riders added by 
the senate include authority to ex- 
tend use of the $300.000,000 revolv- 
ing fund of the interstate commerce 
commission from five to fifteen 
years. The commission now is ar- 


this fund to the railroads in ob- 
taining more cars. 

The senate accepted an amend- 
ment by Senator Robinson, demo- 
crat, Arkansas, appropriating $225,- 
000 for continuance of the federal 
employment service. Of that amount 
the amendment provides that the 
$25,000 shall be use dfor the’ mobil- 
ization of workers to harvest the 
wheat crop in variqus parts of the 
country.

Highlanders Ordered to 
Entrain for Service To- 
day — Veteran Soldiers 
Needed.

London, May 26.—A battalion of 
Cameron Highlanders has been or- 
dered to - Ireland, entraining for 
service tomorrow. The movement 
Was unexpected, although it had 
been hoped that the government 
was preparing = to reinforce its 
troops already in Ireland. Bg 

The authorities today issued an 
appeal for the re-enlistment of 3,090 
former soldiers “for segvice in the 
United Kingdom.” The appeal is 
interpreted as a demand for troops 
to pacify Ireland. It is significant 
that volunteers must have had seven 
years’ service, as. this eliminates 
war-time volunteers, whose disci- 
pline is mistrusted. 

It is believed that these veterans 
will be used as part of General Mc- 
Cready’s flying column scheme. 
They will be broake into detach- 
ments of fifty men, equipped with 
automobiles and capable of acting 
under the instructions of senior non- 
commissioned officers if necessary 

At any rate, pre-war discipline 
will be required to prevent retalia- 
tory outbreaks such as orcurred re- 
cently among younger soldiers, whv 


are gradually being removed from 
Ireland. 


Destroying Property By Fire. 

Dublin, May 26.—The destruction 
of property in Ireland by fires is 
continuing. Last evening Kilbrit- 
ain castle, near Brandon, County 
Cork, one of Ireland’s ancient: land- 
marks, was destroyed. It is esti- 
mated that the damage was £100,- 
000. The castle was unoccupied. 
The reports do not state the cause 
of the fire. 

Damage estimated at £40,000 was 
Caused by fire on the farm of Ma- 
jor Pollock at Gaveen, Ballinasloe. 


.The members of the family escaped 


with difficulty. Reports of the fire 
received here allege that villagers 
would not render assistance in put- 
ting it out. 

Other reports of fires received to- 
day include news of an attempt to 
burn the courthouse at Waterville. 
Couny Kerry. The police saved the 
building, but valuable records were 
destroyed. The courthouse of 
Cloyne, County Cork, was burned. 

One hundred men attacked the 
police barracks at Longs Gorge. 
Felt. yesterday, but were beaten 
off. 

The coroner’s court has been re- 
ceiving attentions from the cam- 
paigners. The members of a jury 
who sat in an inquest 6n two po- 
licemen who were killed received a 
notice informing them that they 
“had_been tried and found guilty 
6) eéason,” and- must bear the 
consequences. 


Col. House Advised 
Germans to Conceal 


Desire for Peace 


Pre-War Views of Wilson 

and His Adviser Are 
Given in Letters by 
Bernstarff. 


Berlin, May 26.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Official documents 
were published today covering let- 
ters written by Count von Bern- 
storff, the German ambassador to 
the United States, writtan from 
Washington to the Berlin foreign 
office between March, 1916 and 
January, 1917. 

A large portion of the correspond- 
ence deals with President Wilson's 
pre-war attitude toward Germany 
and Great Britain and his re-elec- 
tion to the presidency. Regarding 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, Count 
von Bernstorff declares in a letter 
written in March, that “influentia] 
American circles will not counten- 
ance Wild Theodore,” and then pro 
ceeds:

So much is certain—Wilson does 
not want to be drawn into the Bu- 
ropean war. This has been stated 
by Colonel House both in London 
and Paris.” 

‘Bernstorff refers to the “unpre- 
cedented ovation” given him at the 
opening of the Austro-German bi- 


zaar in Madison Square Garden. 

In a letter written in May, Bern- 
storff said: 

“The best to be said about the 
American government is that it is 
more neutral than influential ¢ir- 
cles here.” He refers to the Irish- 
Americans as having “gone over, to 
a man.” 

In June Bernstorff wrote: “Col- 
onel House continuously asks me 
to impress upon you that we should 
not show a great desire for peace, 
as our enemies would take this up 
as a declining attitude.” 

In November, in an extensive re- 
port on President Wilson’s re-elec- 
tion, Bernstorff said: 

“I regard the issue favorably to 
us, or pessimistically speaking, I 
regard Wilson as the lesser evil. If 
Hughes had been elected he would 
have stood a bad chance with peo- 
ple like Root, Bacon and Wicker- 
sham inthe cabinet.” 

The last communication sent by 
Bernstorff was a cablegram dated 
January 4, 1917, in which he advised 
the foreign office to issue an of- 
ficial statement in acknowledge- 
ment of Ireland’s right to self-de- 
termination. 

“As it is understood here to be 
impending that the British imperial 
conference will grant Ireland self- 
government,” said the cablegram, 
“our statement should be issued im- 
mediately so that t British con- 
cession may appear "as a conse- 
quenc of our declaration.”

Chicago, May 26.—Search warrants 
for a dozen or more homes, apart- 
ment houses and hotels have been 
asked for.

Announce- 
ment of Senator Hitchcock’s purpose 
not to stpport the administration in 
this instance was made while re- 
publican leaders of ths house were 
trying: to agree upon the speediest 
method of disposing of the whole 
question, 

The meeting of the foreign af- 
fairs committee, called to obtain the 
views of Secretary Calby. was post- 
poned because of the secretary’s in- 
ability to attend, but there were 
many informal conferences by both 
parties, at which members express- 
ed strong objection to any proposal 
which would send American troops 
to Eurepe or Asia. 

Chairman Porter indicated that 
the president’s message would be 
considered briefly and then laid on 
the table, which would end it. 

Inasmuch as the senate has failed 
to ratify the treaty, with its league 
of nations covenant, republican 
members of the house committee de- 
clared theré were legal objections 
to the president’s proposal. They 
contended that to accept a mandate 
would be like doing indirectly what 
congress had not permitted to be 
done directly. 

The house committee is not ex- 
pected to meet until Friday, but the 
senate foreign relations committee 
probably will take up the mandate 
question tomorrow. In the senate, as 
in the house, the general desire 
seemed to be to table it, although 
there was the suggestion that the 
president might call congress in 
special session during the summer 
for its consideration. 

The president was asked in a 
resolution introduced by Represen- 
tative Mason, republican, Illinois, 
for full information as to the cost 
and number of troops required in 
connection with his mandate pro- 
posal. Mr. Mason insisted that 
congress “sheuld know before add- 
ing to the burden of the over-taxed 
people.” 

TAFT OPPOSES 
MANDATE PROJECT. 


Aberdeen, Wash., May 26.—In a 
statement here today, William H. 
Taft declared the United States can- 
not undsrtake a mandate for Ar- 
menia under the league of nations, 
since this country is not a member 
of the league. Mr. Taft added that 
he was not Gertain whether the man- 
date should be undertaken under 
any circumstances, and said he was 
inclined to agree with William J. 
Bryan, who announced his opposition 
to the mandate. He asserted, how- 
ever, Afmenia should be helped be- 
cause conditions there were “about 
as bad as they could be,” but de- 
clared that the mandate was “open 
to discussion.” 

“The Armenian question,” he said, 
“is too complex to say offhand 
whether we should accept the man- 
date proposed by Mr. Wilson. I no- 
tice that Mr. Bryan is opposed to it, 
and I am inelined to think Mr. 
Bryan js about right. df President 
Wilson had included Turkey in his 
propocal, perhaps I should favor the 
suggestion. To undertake a man- 
date for Armenia would mean the 
dispatch of a iarge part of our arm: 
to that country, entail a heavy cost 
and involve us in complications for 
a long time to cOme.”
